The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance: The prior art of record does not teach or suggest a 
method of determining oxidative stress in vivo in the manner 
claimed as amended on 5/27/97. The cited prior art does not show 
the correlation of the levels of free compounds in urine with 
levels in the circulation because the measurement of the 
compounds in urine provide a reliable index of oxidative stress 
status in vivo (i.e. could be used as an index of total body 
oxidative stress) .

Further, Applicant has shown that the present invention was 
not achieved by producing expected benefits by employing a known 
method, but rather was achieved by obtaining unexpected results 
through unexpected routes (See attached Biophysica Acta, volume 
1345, pp. 121-135, 1997, particularly, page 128) . The fact the 
data attached on page 128 shows that had one taken the normal 
route of investigation chosen by those skilled in the art, one 
would have come out with negative data, thereby concluding that 
the present invention is not feasible. Thus, showing unexpected 
results, and as such the prior art of record does not render 
obvious the instantly claimed invention.
